“People need to remember that a dare or a 
spur of the moment thing can be a serious 
felony,” Fraser said. 

A Provo court source said the number of 
criminal mischief cases increases dramati- 
cally around finals time. “Students get tired 
of studying, or they get frustrated and decide 
they need to go blow off some steam; a lot of 
them do things that get them in trouble,” he 
said. 

Last year 18 BYU students who were frus- 
trated with finals used baseball bats and wa- 
termelons to smash mailboxes, the source 
said. 

The students were charged with second-de- 


gree felonies and had to appear in court. 

Police say getting in trouble with the law 
can cause a number of problems for students, 
including suspension from BYU, delays in go- 
ing home for the summer or leaving on a mis- 
sion, expensive fines and penalties and even 
problems in getting a job in the future. 

Most people have no idea how expensive 
their pranks can be once they have to pay 
fines and restitution for damages, the source 
said. 

Some students already have their mission 
calls when they are caught and are forced to 
wait until the matter is cleared up in the 
courts before they can leave. Others go on 
their missions but are sent home from the 
Missionary Training Center so the matter can 
be resolved, he said. 


“The bottom line is, it may, admittedly, 
sound like a lot of fun, but don’t do it because 
it will create a lot of problems for years in the 
future.” 

University Police Capt. Mike Harroun 
said, “At the end of the semester, students 
get frustrated and try to find ways to release 
themselves.” 

Harroun said reports of water balloons, ex- 
hibitionism, obscene phone calls, dry ice 
bombs, BB gun shootings and people “trash- 
ing” the dorms become more common as the 
weather heats up. 

Harroun said students need to be aware of 
how serious the consequences of their actions 
can be. 

“Not only can it be very difficult for the 
students financially, but there are many gov- 


ernment offices that won’t hire anyone who 
has a police record,” he said. 

Police also urge students to avoid future 
problems by clearing up any outstanding traf- 
fic violations they may have received in the 
past year before they go home. 

If they don’t, students may return to their 
home state, get pulled over and find out their 
license has been suspended, police said. Even 
worse is the possibility of the police sending 
out a warrant to make them appear in court or 
pay the ticket. 

The Provo 4th Circuit Court clerk will soon 
be clearing several days on the calendar to 
make room for BYU students who wish to 
clear up their traffic citations before they go 
home for the summer. Students should call the 
court to schedule a time for a hearing.

Anderson said she is often asked if 
these men really appeared to Presi- 
dent Woodruff or if he was simply 
inspired to write down their names. 
In her research, she came across the 
journal of James Bleak, who was the 
chief recorder of the St. George Tem- 
ple at the time of the vision. 

“I was also present in the St. 
George Temple and witnessed the ap- 
pearance of the spirits ... who came to 
Wilford Woodruff,” Bleak wrote. 

Anderson said writing is difficult 
for her, but her local patriarch told 
her that her work was inspired. He 
gave her a blessing that helped her in 
her research of men who are not re- 
membered as great Christians. 

“It is the Lord who judges from the 
intent of the heart, not from the popu- 
lar opinions of the day,” she said. 

“The purpose of this presentation is 
to show how these men and women 
fulfilled their callings as they had 
promised (God) even before coming 
to this earth,” Anderson said. 

She quoted President Ezra Taft 
Benson, who said, “History is not ac- 


cident. Events are foreknown to 
God.” 

Anderson said many of these great 
men knew and influenced each other, 
the creation of the United States and 
the Restoration. The German philoso- 
pher Johann Wolfgang von Goethe 
told the parents of Alexander von 
Humboldt, when he was an infant, 
that he would be a great scientist. 
Humboldt created maps of most of 
what is now the western United 
States, maps used by Thomas Jeffer- 
son to make the Louisiana Purchase 
and by Brigham Young in preparation 
for the migration of the Saints. 

Christopher Columbus’ place in his- 
tory is embroiled in controversy this 
year, the 500th anniversary of his ar- 
rival in the Americas. 

The problem is understandable in 
view of secular history, Anderson 
said. 

Anecdotes and redeeming stories 
about Goethe, Napoleon, Lord Byron 
and several others were related by 
Anderson, who will deliver the lec- 
ture again today at 9 a.m. in the Var- 
sity Theater, ELWC. 


Islamic group claims role in bombing

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina — An Islamic fundamen- 
talist group in Beirut claimed responsibility Wednesday 
for the Israeli Embassy bombing that killed 12 people, 
injured more than 250 and reduced the building to chunks 


of concrete and twisted metal. 


The death toll seemed likely to rise. Rescuers, who 
worked slowly all night with picks and shovels, eventually 
switched to cranes and front-end loaders as the possibility 


of finding survivors faded. 


An embassy spokeswoman said five Israelis were miss- 


ing and believed dead in the rubble. 


Tuesday’s explosion at the French-style embassy near 
the city’s central business district was caused by a car 
bomb containing 220 pounds of explosives, said Interior 


Minister Jose Luis Manzano. 


The blast instantly collapsed the four-story structure 
| into a pile of concrete, metal pipes, wood beams, brick 
dust, broken glass and bodies. Heavily damaged buildings 
nearby may have to be knocked down rather than re- 
paired.

U.S. officials 
draw up plans 
for possible 
lraqi air strike

WASHINGTON — The Bush 
administration has drawn up 
plans for a bombing strike that 
could be carried out against Iraqi 
weapons facilities if Saddam Hus- 
sein keeps blocking U.N. de- 
struction of his arsenals, U.S. of- 
ficials say. 

The plans also call for possible 
seizure of Iraq’s bank assets in 
the United States and in other 
allied countries, expansion of the 
ban on Iraqi helicopter flights in 
northern Iraq, and an increase of 


U.N. inspections in Iraq to in- 
clude monitoring human rights 
violations. 

Money from the seized assets 
could be used to keep the finan- 


cially pressed U.N. inspection 
and destruction team going. 

The contingency plans are part 
of a broader strategy — likely to 
be announced within weeks — to 
further erode the Iraqi presi- 
dent’s standing in his _belea- 
guered country, said the officials. 
They commented only on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

A decision to bomb would de- 
pend in part on the outcome of a 
trip by a U.N. Press team to Iraq 
this Saturday to destroy equip- 
ment for building Scud missiles. 
Iraq prevented the team from 
carrying out its mission last 
month, prompting the Security 
Council to warn that further defi- 
ance would result in serious con- 
sequences.

“There is not as much doubt as 
there is fear,” said John Roehrick, 
chairman of the Iowa Democratic 
Party. Roehrick cited a “lingering ap- 
prehension as to whether there’s an- 
other shoe to fall.” 

Whether there are more land mines 
in the presidential hopeful’s past con- 
tinues to worry many state Demo- 
cratic chairs who responded to the 
survey. 

“Eiveryone’s created an expecta- 
tion that there’s more,” said Todd 
Otis, chairman of Minnesota’s Demo- 
cratic-Farmer-Labor Party. “If there 
is, it concerns me. But I don’t have 
any reason to believe there is.” 

Victories in Illinois and Michigan 
primaries Tuesday gave Clinton a 
formidable lead in the race for the 


nomination to challenge President 
Bush’s re-election. The Arkansas 
governor pulled ahead of the field de- 
spite allegations about his sex life, his 
avoidance of the Vietnam-era draft 
and his financial dealings. 

In recent days, former California 
Gov. Jerry Brown went on the offen- 
sive to accuse Clinton of “funneling 
money to his wife’s law firm for state 
business.” Clinton and his wife, 
Hillary, heatedly denied the charge. 

Brown persisted and portrayed 
Clinton as vulnerable to Republican 
attacks in the fall. “This business of a 
scandal a week is not good for the 
Democratic Party,” he said. 

Former Sen. Paul Tsongas of Mas- 
sachusetts, stayed out of that ex- 
change but repeatedly referred to 
himself as the only electable candi- 
date, a characterization designed to 
remind Democrats that Clinton’s per- 
sonal problems could torpedo his 
chances against Bush. 

Clinton’s strongest supporters 
among state party chairs insisted that 
his primary victories in his native 
South and neutral Midwest prove 
voters care more about his program 
than his personal life. 

“I think they’ve done everything 
they can to Bill Clinton,” said Charles 
Whitehead, former party chairman in 
Florida. “I think what he’s been 
through has been good for him and 
good for his campaign.” 

“He’s been looked at pretty care- 
fully,” said Grady Stumbo, Kentucky 
Democratic Party chairman. 
“They've taken their best shot and 
he’s survived.”

The wacky WAC tournament (oh, yes - sponsored 
by U.S. West) was an exciting, exhilarating, pre- 
dictable, surprising, gut-wrenching, heart-stoppingly 
incredible event for players, coaches, fans and don’t 
forget - the media (only the media cannot outwardly 
show emotions like joy or frustration). 

This page shows just a small sampling of the sights 
and feelings I witnessed over a three-day period in Fort 
Collins, Colo. covering the BYU men’s basketball 
team. 

The event was everything any BYU fan could hope 
for.

The first match-up for the WAC co-champion Cou-

the tournament. 

It was nice to watch BYU playing in the early 
evening time slot, but all of the dejected Wyoming and 
Coloeaa State fans (teams having lost earlier in the 
day) rose and shouted with the Air Force entourage 
clamoring for an upset. After managing just a five- 
point lead at the half, BY U pulled away with its aggres- 
sive defense and bench strength for a 72-51 win. 

In a bizarre turn of events after the BYU game, 
Hawaii coach Riley Wallace collapsed just after the 
start of the Rainbows’ game against Utah. The previ-

On the down side, though, the winner would have only a 
few hours to recuperate before facing BYU that night. 
BYU came out hungry that night and Utah became one of 
the few teams to have both won and lost a division one 
basketball game on the same day. 

The UTEP game was the biggie, though. As usual, the 
Miners came out scrapping and fighting for rebounds and 
built a 42-31 halftime lead. The Cougars play a type of 
game that wears dqwn their opponents and affects their 
shooting. 

With coach Reid yelling “Gut check” to his troops on the 
floor, the Cougars slowly but surely climbed back to 
within striking distance — 54 feet away to be exact. Kevin 
Nixon’s buzzer-beating shot at the Cougar basket from 
beyond half court will go down on the BYU greatest 
sports moments Hall of Fame. 

The shot gave BYU a 73-71 victory, a second consecu-

A major reason for BYU’s win- 
ning record on the baseball field lies 
in the hands of left fielder Troy Hy- 
mas. 

Hymas contributes to BY U’s suc- 
cess through his slick glove work in 
the outfield and his timely hitting at 
the plate. 

Hymas, 23, a senior from Sandy 
majoring in sociology, leads BYU in 
hitting with a .449 average, and has 
yet to make an error in the outfield 
in 25 tries this season. 

He hit .328 last year, and also did 
not make an error all season.

Hymas said he has always liked 
sports, and first started playing base- 
ball when he was six years old. 

Hymas said his dad encouraged him 
to play sports when he was younger, 
but he decided on his gyn that athlet- 
ics was for him. : 

“T had it in my mind that athletics 
was what I liked to do,” he said. 

At AltaHigh School in Sandy, Hy- 
mas played basketball and football, in 
addition to baseball. 

The left fielder said he decided to 
pursue baseball beyond high school, 
because as he put it, “baseball came 
easiest.” 

It is obvious that baseball was easi- 
est for Hymas. He was the Gatorade 
Player of the Year in 1987 and MVP of 
the 1986 American Legion Tourna- 
ment. 

Before coming to BYU, Hymas also 
found success at the College of South- 
ern Idaho, where he was on the Junior 
College World Series All-Tourna- 
ment Team. 

Hymas came to BYU excited about 
playing for a school with a good repu- 
tation for fine athletic teams.

He also likes BYU because it is a 
solid academic school and it has a good 
atmosphere.

Cougs, Tigers clash in NCAA tourney

Cougar basketball moves into the 
NCAA tournament tonight as the 
Western Bracket’s 10th-seeded 
BYU, 25-6, takes on the 7th-seeded 
Tigers of Louisiana State University, 
20-9. 

The Tigers are led by the South- 
eastern Conference Player of the 
Year, 7-foot-1 inch junior center 
Shaquille O’Neal. O’Neal is averaging 
23.6 points per game and is second in 
the NCAA with 14.1 rebounds “per 
game. O’Neal leads the NCAA with 
an average of 5 blocks in each game 
this season. 

“Shaquille O’Neal is the best big 
man in America,” BYU head coach 
Roger Reid said. “He is so physical 
we can’t let him get the ball down 
deep.” 

BYU has faced 7-footers three

Cougar center 
Gary Trost has the most experience 
facing big men, especially since he 
went against 7-foot-6-inch teammate 
Shawn Bradley in Cougar practices 
throughout last season. 

Although LSU is favored, Reid has 
confidence in BYU. “People don’t 
give us much of a chance, but we 
weren't supposed to win the WAC or 
win 25 games this year either,” he 
said. 

Reid credits much of BYU’s suc- 
cess: thus far to the Cqugar bench. 
“Every game this yeat’ we’ve worn 
people out with our depth in the sec- 
ond half,” Reid said. “I feel comfort- 
able playing any combination of play- 
ers.” 

BYU’s strength is not limited to 
any one area of the court.

He has fought a good fight. Former 
state high school tennis tournament 
champion Micah Rideout, a sopho- 
more from Sandy, and a member of 
BYU’s men’s varsity tennis team, is 
playing again after almost four 
months of injuries. 

Three days after coming home from 
his mission, only his third time on the 
tennis court, Rideout, playing serve- 
and-volley style, attempted to change 


_ directions to chase down a high ball. 


“T heard a big pop in my foot that 
sounded serious,” Rideout said. 

The “big pop” proved to be a stress 
fracture to the bone leading to the 
small toe of his left foot, an injury that 
sent him from the game to a walking 
cast for six weeks last summer. After 
a smooth recovery, Rideout partici- 
pated in two tournaments and an ex- 
hibition match. 

Satisfied with his play, Rideout ap- 
proached the 1991-1992 college sea- 
son anxiously. But fate took its course 
again when Rideout, after only one 
month of tennis practice with BYU’s 
team, re-injured his foot. 

Diving for a volley in a practice 
match, he rolled his foot and heard the 
dreaded “big pop” once again. “I 
knew what had happened,” Rideout 
said. “but I simply didn’t want to be- 
lieve it.” 

Rideout displayed athletic inter- 
ests as early as age seven when he 
took up racquetball, tennis, and bas- 
ketball. Micah and his father, Dan 
Rideout, decided since not enough 
money could be made in racquetball, 
and since basketball success de- 
pended on the other players on the 
floor, his focus would be tennis. 

Micah claims his turning point hap- 
pened at age 14 when he began to see 
results and progress. “Playing in 
Wimbledon has always been a dream 
of mine,” Micah said. 

His dream came closer to reality 
when as a senior at Alta High School 
in Sandy he won the state high school 
tennis tournament and was declared 
an all-American.

Professor of political science 
outlines two plans for future 
of U.S. defense spending ©

Michael Don Ward, professor of po- 
litical science at the University of Col- 
orado, told BYU students the United 
States has a choice of two defense 
plans for the next five years. 

White House officials have pro- 
posed the first plan, which is to slowly 
cut defense spending for two to three 
years, and slowly increase spending 
for the following two to three years, 
Ward said. 

The theory behind this plan is, al- 
though the cold war is over, the 
United States must maintain its mili- 
tary at a high level, he said. “The 
world is a threatening place and we 
don’t know what the future will 
bring,” he said. 

White House officials initially pro- 
posed a plan for $300 billion a year in 
defense spending, which is about the 
amount of money earned in U.S. cor- 
porate profits in 1991, Ward said. 
Congress called for a revised plan 
which would have $50 billion in cuts 


over five years, he said. 

This would be a temporary saving 
because by the end of the five years 
defense spending would be as high as 
it was during the first year of the 
plan, he said. 

The Pentagon wants to maintain 
the military for three reasons: first, to 
maintain the United States as the 
only super power in the world; sec- 
ond, to be prepared to address re- 
gional sources of conflict such as 
Cuba, North Korea, and Iraq; and 
third, to discourage other countries 
from taking on more powerful roles in 
their regions, Ward said. 

The second defense plan is a coun- 
ter plan proposed by the Brookings 
Institution, which wants to apply the 
circumstances of the Gulf War to fu- 
ture defense spending, he said. This 
would mean encouraging collective 
security with other, nations, wide- 
spread sharing of military; communi- 
cation and maintenance of nuclear 
weapons, he said. 

This plan would have greater cuts 
because certain resources would not 


be upgraded and some current re- 
sources would be eliminated, Ward 
said. For example, since the United 
States does not face any great threat, 
the current F14 fighters would not 
need to be upgraded, just maintained, 
he said. 

In considering these two plans, 
Ward told students to look at the eco- 
nomic implications. “We must decide 
if military spending leads to economic 
growth or economic retardation in the 
United States,” he said. Those who 
support the Pentagon’s plan say cuts 
in defense spending will drive out pri- 
vate investments, he said. Those 
against the plan say the money saved 
in cuts could be put into the economic 
sector and increase economic spend- 
ing, he said. 

Ward said his studies have shown 
that defense spending hurts the econ- 
omy of general goods and services, 
but helps with noncompetitive goods, 
such as roads and laser technology. 
Ward said a quick and sharp cut in 
defense spending will help end the 
recession sooner. 


Ricks modifies entrance requirements

REXBURG, Idaho — A glut of 
applicants has prompted Ricks Col- 
lege to drop its first-come, first- 
served admission policy in favor of 
additional enrollment requirements 
focusing on “character and spiritual 
preparation.” 

Requirements for admission to the 
two-year school, owned by The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, had included high school grad- 
uation, a predicted college grade avy- 
erage of 2.0 on a 4.0 scale, taking the 
ACT and getting a bishop’s recom- 
mendation. 

The added requirements, adopted 
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by the college’s board of trustees, in- 
clude a personal essay on the stu- 
dent’s reasons for wanting to attend 
Ricks and an evaluation from their 
seminary or LDS Institute teacher. 

“The college will now admit stu- 
dents based on their ability to profit 
from the religious and academic cli- 
mate at Ricks College,” Ricks Presi- 
dent Steven Bennion said. 

“Church activity and values will be 
assessed by seminary involvement, 
church attendance, bishop’s and semi- 
nary teacher’s recommendations and 
personal essays.” 

In selecting a class of 4,000 new 
students, Bennion said officials would 
also consider personal commitment to 


living the Ricks “Code of Honor,” ge- 
ographic location, gender, ethnicity 
and special accomplishments and 
needs to “provide for a balanced and 
diversified student body.” 

Ricks has also changed its applica- 
tion deadlines. The deadline for Fall 
1993 semester enrollment is March 1, 
1993, but students may begin apply- 
ing as early as September 1992. 

Admissions officials will begin im- 
plementing the new policy within the 
next two months. 

“We are getting the word out to 
high school counselors and CES 
(Church Educational System) person- 
nel,” said Gordon Westenkow, admis- 
sions director.

Stress levels influenced by 
eating, sleeping and exercise,

High levels of stress common 
among college students can be com- 
bated by controlling eating, sleeping 
and exercise habits. 

Practicing control of these ele- 
ments will help balance out daily rou- 
tines and lessen the effects of stress, 
Dr. Nora Nyland, of the Food Science 
and Nutrition Department, said. 

Poor eating habits, such as skip- 
ping meals, have a proven effect on 
stress levels and physical as well as 
psychological performance, according 
to the 10-year Iowa Breakfast Stud- 
ies. 

Exercising regularly also helps to 
alleviate stress, along with the 
bonuses of losing or maintaining 
weight, strengthening the heart, im- 
proving muscle tone and increasing 
flexibility. 

Adequate amounts of sleep can also 
help in easing away from a stressful 
life. 

“People tend to minimize sleep, ex- 
ercise and eating habits when faced 
with large amounts of stress, which 
only creates a cycle that eventually 
worsens the stress,” Nyland said. 

“We have very little control over so 
many things in our lives but we can 
control (sleep, exercise and eating) 
which will improve our daily lives,” 
Nyland said. 

Morning meals serve to stimulate 
the sympathetic nervous system, rev 
up hormones and activate neuro- 
transmitters in the brain in prepara- 
tion for an active day, George L. 
Blackburn, a professor at Harvard 
Medical School and chief of the Nutri- 
tion/Metabolism Laboratory with the 
Cancer Research Institute in Boston, 
in Prevention magazine, said. 

Hating breakfast makes it easier to 
concentrate and creates higher pro- 
ductivity results, he said. 

Blackburn also said skipping meals 
only serves to accentuate stress- 
caused anxiety, depression or fa- 
tigue. 

This habit also results in poor phys- 
iologic performance, decreased effi- 
ciency and a bad attitude toward 
schoolwork, concludes’ the Iowa 
Breakfast Study. 

The content of meals is not so much 
a determining factor in its efficiency 
as long as the meal is nutritionally 
adequate. 

Guidelines for nutritious habits set 
by the U.S. Departments of Health 
and Human Services and Agriculture 
include eating a variety of foods; low 
fat and cholesterol levels; plenty of 
vegetables, fruits and grairis; moder- 
ate amounts of sugar, salt, caffeine 
and alcohol; and eating from the four 
food groups. 

Even though this may sound re- 
strictive, suggestions given by the 
Iowa Breakfast Studies constituting 
good meals are surprising. 

For example, a nutritious morning 
meal can consist of leftovers from the 
night before such as casserole, soup

Exercise can also be a solution for 
decreasing stress levels. 

Learning to set aside leisure time 
for activities can be a relaxing retreat 
from daily stress. 

Kissing, hugging and laughing are 
all forms of exercise that relieve ten- 
sion and stress. 

Laughing is like a mini-workout, 
said William Fry, professor in psychi- 
atry at Stanford University, in Glam- 
our magazine. 

A hundred laughs a day provide a 
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10 minutes of rowing.
